1. SUMMARY: THIRD WEEK OF FIVE- WEEK CONFERENCE LEAVES 
MAJOR PROBLEMS EOR US INTERESTS, IN PARTICULAR INVOLVING 
STATUS OF FIXED-SATELLITE SERVICE IN REGION 2. MEXICO MUTED 
INSISTENCE ON A PRIORI PLAN TOWARDS END OF WEEK, AND, WHILE 
OUTCOME UNCERTAIN, IT NOW APPEARS A PRIORI APPROACH CAN BE 
AVOIDED AT THIS TIME FOR REGION 2. POSITIVE DEVELOPMENTS 
INCLUDED AGREEMENT BY COMMITTEE 4 ON TECHNICAL CHARACTERISTICS 
OF BROADCASTING SATELLITE SYSTEMS, AND CONCLUSION OF WORK OF 
COMMITTEE 7 ON RE-ARRANGEMENT OE RADIO REGULATIONS. END SUMMARY. 

2. COMMITTEE 4 (TECHNICAL) 

A. C4 COMPLETED TASK OE ESTABLISHING TECHNICAL CHARACTERISTICS 
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OF BROADCASTING-SATELLITE SYSTEMS, TO BE USED FOR PLANNING 
PURPOSES DURING PRESENT CONFERENCE. 

B. ON ITS OTHER MAJOR TASK OF ESTABLIHSING SHARING CRITERIA 
FOR FIVE SERVICES TO WHICH 12 GHZ BAND IS ALLOCATED, ONLY 
DOCUMENTS REMAINING TO BE APPROVED CONCERN INTER-REGIONAL 
INTERFACES BETWEEN REGIONS 1 AND 3 BROADCASTING SATELLITES 
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IN A PRIORI PLAN AND REGION 2 FIXED AND BROADCASTING SATELLITES. 

C. JOINT 4B/5C WORKING GROUP MAY BE ESTABLISHED TO DEVELOP 
TECHNICALLY FEASIBLE PLANNING PRINCIPLES FOR THESE INTER- 
FACES OVER ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC. 

D. US SUCCEEDED IN REOPENING QUESTION OF GROUND RECIEVING 
ANTENNA PATTERSN FOR INDIVIDUAL RECEPTION AND GETTING 
COMMITTEE 4 APPROVAL OF LESS-RESTRICTIVE PATTERN FOR PLANNING 
PURPOSES IN REGION 2. 

3. COMMITTEE 5 (PLANNING) 

A. WG 5A. SWGS 5A2 AND 5A3 MADE CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS IN 
THEIR PLANNING EXERCIES FOR GEIONS I AND 3. MAJOR DIFFICULTIES 
WERE ENCOUNTERED, HOWEVER, IN IFRB COMPUTER PROGRAMS, AND 
DIFFICULTIES WERE EXACERBATED BY NUMEROUS SUBMISSIONS OF 
AMENDED REQUIREMENTS. 

B. SERIOUS CROWDING IN WESTERN PORTION OF REGION I ARC 
PLACES WESTERNMOST POSITION BEING CONSIDERED AT 34 DEGREES 
WEST LONGITUDE. POSSIBILITY REMAINS OF ADDITIONAL POSITION 
AT 40 DEGREES 2., PERHAPS IN 12.2 TO 12.5 GHZ BAND. 

C. WG 5B ON REGION 2 PLANNING MET FREQUENTLY UNDER ABLE 
CHAIRMANSHIP OF DR. BLEVIS (CANADA) BUT PROGRESS WAS SLOW. 
DISCUSSION CENTERED AROUND BRAZILIAN AND CANADIAN ARC 
SGEMENTATION PLAN. WESTERN BSS ARC (145 DEGREES TO 170 
DEGREES W.) POSED LITTLE DIFFICULTY. MEXICAN PROPOSAL TO 
UNCLASSIFIED

EXTEND ARC TO 140 DEGREES WEST TO PROVIDE HIGHER ELEVATION 
ANGLES FOR MEXICO AND CENTRAL AMERICAN WAS ACCEPTED. GREEN- 
LAND WOULD BE ACCOMMODATED AT ABOUT 50 DEGREES W. 

D. EASTERN BSS ARC FROM 75 DEGREES TO 100 DEGREES WEST 
CAUSED MUCH MORE DISCUSSION. THERE WERE STRONG EFFORTS TO 
EXTEND IT IN BOTH DIRECTIONS: BY CUBA WEST TO 120 DEGREES 
WEST AND BY BRAZIL EAST TO 70 DEGREES WEST. BOTH PROPOSALS 
WERE OPPOSED BY US AND CANADA. 

E. CANDAIAN DELEGATION SUBMITTED CAPACITY ESTIMATE FOR 
REGION 2, BASED ON CUBAN DOCUMENT DIPICTING SERVICE AREAS 
FOR ALL COUNTRIES INCLUDING US AND CANADIAN ESTIMATE SHOWED 
CAPACITY IN EXCESS OF NEEDS. ON REQUEST BY CUBA, IFRB 
VERIFIED ESTIMATE. CONSIDERATION OF ARC-SEGMENTATON 
APPROACH CONTINUES. 

F. ON WEDNESDAY, BLEVIS INTRODUCED DL/22 OUTLINING "PHASED 
PLAN" FOR REGION 2, INCLUDING ARC SEGMENTATION AS INTERIM 
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MEASURE AND A REGIONAL CONEERENCE IN 1981 (OR 1983, OR 1985) 

AT WHICH A DETAILED PLAN WOULD BE PREPARED IF FOUND NECESSARY. 
DOCUMENT WAS DISCUSSED, OFTEN HEATEDLY, FOR THREE DAYS. 

FINALLY BLEVIS DECLARED MAJORITY APPROVAL FOR PHASED PLAN, 

OVER OBJECTION OF CUBA AND DESPITE RESERVATIONS FROM VENEZUELA, 
COLOMBIA, URUGUAY, AND ECUADOR. SUPPORT CAME FROM BRAZIL, 
CANDAA, CHILE, GUATEMALA, AND U.S. 

G. WG 5C ON REGIONAL INTERFACE PROBLEMS, UNDER CHAIRMANSHIP 
OF DR. RAO OF INDIA, HELD FIRST MEETIING ON TUESDAY. THREE 
DOCUMENTS WERE TREATED: DOC. 17 (UK PROPOSALS), ADDENDUM 3 
TO DOC. 7 (US SUBMISSION ON SHARING CRITERIA BETWEEN BSS AND 
FSS), AND PARA 2 OF DOCM 1 10 (WG 5B REPORT ON PLANNING 
PRINCIPLES, SPECIEICALLY PRINCIPLE TWO ON EQUAL RIGHTS FOR 
REGIONS SHARING USABLE GEOSTATIONARY ORBIT). 
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STATE FOR EB/TD, FCC EOR BB/JOHNSON AND CE/CUTTS, OTP EOR PROBST 

H. UK MADE POINT THAT REGIONAL BOUNDARIES AS DEEINED IN 
APPENDIX 24 ARE NOT APPLICABLE. US STRESSED EQUITABLE 
BURDEN SHARING IN INTERREGIONAL PORTION G AND CO-EQUAL 
STATUS OF BSS AND FSS IN REGION 2. ENSUING DISCUSSION WAS 
VIGOROUS AND ACRIMONIOUS. INTORDUCTION OF PARA 2 OF DOC. 

1 10 ELICITED MORE DEBATE ON WHAT CONSTITUTES EQUITABLE 
SHARING, INCLUDING UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT TO DELETE PRINCIPEL 
TWO. 

I. FULL C5 MET FRIDAY TO CONSIDER REPORTS FROM WGS. REPORTS 
FROM WG 5A AND WG 5C EVOKED LITTLE DISCUSSION, BUT WG 5B 
REPORT WAS POORLY RECEIVED. ALGERIA CRITICIZED IT AS NOT 
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BEING A "PLAN " AT ALL AND STATED WG 5B HAD NOT EULEILLED 
MANDATE. WHEN USSR ASKED ABOUT DISPOSITION OP REQUIREMENTS 
SUBMITTED TO IFRB BY REGION 2 COUNTIRES, CHAIRMAN SUGGESTED 
THEY BE APPENDED TO FINAL ACTS ( NOT AS A PLAN BUT MERELY A 
LIST). THERE WAS NO OBJECTION. 

J. COMMENTS: IMPORTANT US INTERESTS HANG IN BALANCE IN WG 
5B. THIRD WEEK SAW FREQUENT HOSTILE INTERVENTIONS BY 
COLOMBIA, CUBA, MEXICO AND VENEZUELA, THOUGH MEXICO MUTED 
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TONE TOWARDS END OF WEEK. CANADA AND PARTICULAR BRAZIL 
SUPPORT US POSITIONS. IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES TENTATIVE 
ADOPTION OF "PHASED PLAN" IS MOST WELCOME. TWO MAJOR 
PROBLEMS REMAIN, HOWEVER, IN LANGUAGE OF DL/22, WHICH 
INCORPORATES "PHASED PLAN": FAILURE TO PROTECT ESS FROM BSS 
AND FAILURE TO ACCORD ANY STATUS TO SYSTEMS COMING INTO 
SERVICE PRIOR TO REGIONAL CONFERENCE. USEL WILL HAVE 
NUMBER OF OPPORTUNITIES, POSSIBLY IN C6, TO CORRECT THESE 
SERIOUS, INDEED CRITICAL, DEFAULTS; AT THIS STAGE WE ARE 
FORTUNATE TO HAVE AVERTED THUS FAR AN A PRIORI PLAN FOR 
REGION 2. 

4. COMMITTEE 6 (PROCEDURES) 

A. C6 ACTIVIES INVOLVED MEETINGS OF ALL SUBGROUPS. 

B. SUBGROUPS OF 6A CONTINUED ON PROCEDURS FOR IMPLEMENTATION 
OF BSS WITH FREQUENT INTERVENTIONS BY US AND CANADA CONCERN- 
ING MODIFICATIONS TO BSS PLANS THAT COULD NEGATIVELY IMPACT 
FUTURE USE OF GEOSTATIONARY ORBIT BY ESS. (PRESENT TEXTS 
PROVIDE FOR COORDINATION OF BSS IN REGION 1/3 PLAN WITH 
EXISTING ESS SYSTEMS OR THOSE IN COORDINATION ONLY, WITH NO 
GUARANTEE AGAINST FUTURE MODIFICATION TO REGION 1/REGION 3 
PLAN SERIOUSLY IMPACTING FUTURE FSS ACCESS TO ORBIT.) NO 
IMMEDIATE SOLUTION IN SIGHT. 

C. WG 6B (PROCEDURES FOR TERRESTRIAL SERVICES AND FSS) 

REACHED GENERAL AGREEMENT ON PRINCIPLES FOR TERRESTRIAL, 
NAMELY PROTECTION OF BSS EARTH STATIONS BY MEANS OF POWER 
FLUX DENSITY LIMIT AT EDGE OF SERVICE AREA. WORK BOGGED 
DOWN MID-WEEK ON CO-ORDINATION OF FSS ASSIGNMENT WITH 
STATION IN BSS PLAN. REGION 1 ADMINISTRATIONS FAVOR APPROACH 
UNDER WHICH NO CO-ORDINATION OF FSS NECESSARY IF ABSOLUTE 
SHARING CRITERIA LIMIT NOT EXCEEDED; IF LIMIT IS EXCEEDED NO 
COORDINATION PROCEDURES WOULD BE AVAILABLE AND FSS SYSTEM 
COULD NOT BE NOTIFIED. (US FAVORS CO-ORDINATION WHEN LIMIT 
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IS EXCEEDED.) USDEL HOPEFUL OF SATISFACTORY RESOLUTION THIS 
ISSUE. 

D. SWG 6A2 (PROCEDURES FOR BSS STATIONS NOT IN A PRIORI 
PLAN) HELD EIRST MEETING 28 JANUARY AND FORMED DRAETING 
GROUP TO PROVIDE PROCEDURES BASED ON RESOLUTION NO. SPA2 - 
3, TO INCLUDE PLANNING PRINCIPLES BEING DEVELOPED BY C5. 

E. WG 6D FORMED MID-WEEK TO EXAMINE ADDITIONAL PROCEDURES 
TO PERMIT FORMULATION OF FINAL ACTS. CHAIRMAN IS H.K. DE 
ZWART (NETHERLANDS). FULL TERMS OF REFERENCE GIVEN TO DOC. 

152 (POUCHED EB/TD). OUTLINE FROM WHICH WG 6D WORKING GIVEN 
IN DT/26 (DITTO). 

5. COMMITTEE 7 (RE-ARRANGEMENT OE RADIO REGULATIONS) 

A. Cl MET IN FULL-DAY SESSION MONDAY. RESOLUTION DESCRIBED 
IN PARA 6B REETEL AND TEXT EOR INCLUSION IN FINAL ACTS WERE 
APPROVED. QUESTION REGARDING PRC STATEMENTS IN GROUP OF 
EXPERTS REPORT WAS RESOLVED BY INCLUDING REFERENCE IN Cl 
REPORT TO PLENARY. 

B. NORTH KOREAN DELEGATION MADE BRIEF STATEMENT CONCERNING 
ITS USE OE CALL SIGN SERIES ALLOCATED TO REPUBLIC OF KOREA. 

C. Cl OUTPUT WAS CONSIDERED AND APPROVED IN PLENARY ON 
TUESDAY. ONLY DISCUSSION OF SIGNIFICANCE WAS BRIEF EXCHANGE 

OF STATEMENTS BEWTEEN THE TWO KOREAN DELEGATIONS, WHICH WILL 
BE INCLUDED IN PLENARY RECORD. PLENARY NOTED PRC ITEM 
WITHOUT DISCUSSION. NEITHER PRC NOR NORTH KOREAN STATEMENTS 
WILL APPEAR IN SMOOTH VERSION OF RE-ARRANGED RADIO REGULATIONS 
TO BE DISTRIBUTED TO ADMINISTRATIONS BY GENERAL SECRETARIAT.
